And who benefits from Stevenson's counsel? It is, first 
of all, the Dixiecrats. It is also the Republican administra- 
tion of Dwight Eisenhower and Attorney General Brow- 
nell. Their ears have been conveniently deaf to the angry 
demands that the Federal government carry out the law 
in the South. They have not harkened to the cries for ac- 
tion against the murderers of Negroes in Mississippi, 
against those who boldly assert they will not respect the 
Supreme Courts anti-segregation orders. __ 

Stevenson's plea for “gradual” enforcement of what 
is not only right but lawful.evoked quick pungent expres- 
sions of disfavor and disgust from his Negro auditors. 

The Democratic presidential hopeful says he now 
is confident of winning the California primary as a result 
of his speaking tour there. Maybe so, but he appears to be 
more certain of losing the support of the Negro people— 
and of others — of all 48 states if he continues to ex- 
press a dubious “neutrality ‘toward the civil rights strug 
gle of the’ Negro people. 

Stevenson says he fears the use of Federal troops in 
the South to enforce the Supreme Court decisions, He 
thinks it would be a “great mistake.” For “that is exactly 
what brought on the Civil War,” says Stevenson. “It can t 
be done by troops or bayonets, We must proceed grad- 
vally.... 

But of course it was not Federal forces which brought 
on the Civil War. Every schoolboy knows (although there 
are those who would knock it out of his head) that the 
Southern slave’ owners’ conspiracy began a military re- 
bellion against the Union. 

The Dixiecrats of today, for all their evil and bluster, 
do not have the same iron grip upon the South of their 
forebears. There are fresh, democratic winds blowing 
across the Southland. ‘There are numbers of Southern 
whites who are opposed to the new KKK tyranny. 

But the Negro people arid democratic Southern whites 
need the guarantee from Washington that Eisenhower 
and Brownell will live up to their sworn pledge to carry 
out the law of the land with the full weight of their au- 
thority, 

In undercutting the struggle of the Negro people, 

Stevenson is certainly not reflecting the majority senti- 
yment of labor and the Negro people to whom his party is 
Jooking for vates this November.

It should inspire labor to join 
in that fight with all its heart and strength.

Readers Have Their Say on 
Seience, Movies, Theatre, Music | 


Dear Dave: 
If the skimpy newspaper accounts are accurate and my inter- 


etation of them correct, it coyld be that Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
wera made 4 significant speech to the American Institute of 
Physics the other day. Oppenheimer, as you know, is a top U.S. 
atomic scientist, and now is Director of the Institute of Advanced 
Studies in’ Princeton, N.]. 

To get-at.the meaning of his address, some background is 
necessary. For the past quarter of a century, the dominant philoso- 
phical note in physics circles in the capitalist world has been ideal- 
ism, a denial of cause and effect and of the existence of funda- 
mental dynamic physical law. Basis for this idealism has been the 
“uncertainly principle” in atomic physics, projected in the late 1920s. 

In essence, this principle arose out of the fact that in dealing 
with electrons and the other particles of the subatomic world, it 
was viewed as not possible to measure their motion. This was‘ so 
because the light rays required by the measuring process disturbed 
the motion. Hence there was no way to make an objective deter- 
mination of the motion, and so no way to discover its laws. 

From this was drawn the theory that there were no dynamic 
laws of motion at all for these particles of the atom, only so-called 
statistical laws which are determined by the average observable 
behavior of the mass, And from this came the conclusion that 
there was no cause and effect. 

Because this idealist conclusion from the uncertainly principle 
was ideologically convenient for bourgeois physicists, enabling 
them to escape from the firm materialism truly required in science, 
most of the ‘more prominent—and “respectable’—ones, at least, 
rushed to embrace it. Some, like Eimstein, rejected it. 

Since the projection of the uncertainly principle, a great many 
things have been observed in the subatomic world which cannot 
be explained by the laws of moiion of the observable, or “macro- 
scopic,” world. The idealist viewpoint has fed on these. 

As Soviet physicist GC. A, Svetchnikoy notes in a highly il- 
luminating nn reprinted in the November 1955, Political Af- 
fairs, materialist scientists have generally taken the position that 
the same physical laws exist in the subatomic world as exist in the 


macroscopic world, But the means of measuring the particles of | 


the atom have simply net yet been found. 

Svetchnikov criticizes this viewpoint. He considers it a mechan- 
ical materialist position which does not take inte account the quali- 
tative difference between the particle in the. subatomic world and 
the particle of matter in the macroscopic world. The mechanical 
laws of motion, as we know them, are true fer the macroscopic, 
the observable, world. They are not true for the subatomic particles. 

Does this mean the idealists are right! By no means. Svetch- 
nikov notes there are laws determining the moiton of the particles 
of the subatomic. world. They are diferent frem the mechanicel 
laws of motion because the electron is qualitatively different from 
observable matter. These laws of motion have not yet been dis- 
covered. But it is nonsense to draw the conclusion that therefore 
they do not exist, or cannot be eventually discovered. 

Svetchnikov notes that increasingly, prominent physicists of 
the bourgeois world “are breaking away from the idealism associ- 
ated with the uncertainly - principle. 

This is where Oppenheimers address comes in. Regardin 
the situation today in nuclear physics, the N.Y. Times article of 
Feb. 3 describes him as saying: 

“Whereas in the past, vast and disparate experience had been 
reduced to a few general ideas and principles, we have today ‘a 
vast jumble of dimensionless numbers, none of them under- 
standable or derivable, all with an insulting lack of obvious mean- 
ing 
: Will this continue to be the situation? he asks. Will ‘this mass 
of unrelated material eventually be explainable by physical law, 
or will it remain a mass of unrelated, statistical data? Always in 
the past, he continues, “there has been an explanation of immense 
sweep. 4nd simpilicity and in it vast detail has been comprehended 
“as necessary —in other words, physical laws. 

“Do we have the faith that this is inevitably true ef man and 


nature? Do we even have the confidence that we shall have the" 
wit to discover it?”, he asks, He says the answer to both questions 


is Yes, though he is a bit pessimistic about an early discovery. 

Thus; Oppenheimer appears to agree with the Soviet physicist 
on several counts. First, there are definite laws determining the 
motion of the electron. Second, these laws are not the same as the 
mechanical laws of motion of the observable world. Third, these 
laws are knowable by man, and will be discovered. This, as we 
said, is in direct conflict with the dominant idealist ideology among 
at least the more prominent bourgeoic physicists. 

My physics is a bit rusty, and I may be a bit haywire on this. 
It would be interesting to get some comment.
